SEATTLE, September 22.—One of the 


most dietinguiihed passengers to arrive 
in this city today waa Burton E. Ben- 
nett, who was sent north by Grover 
Ofeveland to fill the office of United 
gtftteB (liatilct-tttorney for Alaska. 
* '"From what I can learn," he iaid, 
"there ia not and will not be enough 
food at Dswflon City tbia winter. With 
favorable weather the trading companies 
may cat more up the river than waa an- 
ticipated, but it ia not likely. It wilt be 
impossible under the .most favorabln 
circumstances to eetfinfi'Clant in to sup- 
ply all those who are there. I feel sure 
of that after careful inquiry and from 
letters I have received from Dawaon 
City. 
"But, as I say, if Dawson City suffers, 


think of the men on White pass. The 
world may not realize it, but there are 
men up north who are walking right 
into death. Thd'anow ia probably flying 
on White pase, and if not soon will be. 


"Many propose to winter at Skafiday, 


but from what'I can learn hundreds do 
not procoae'tb stop there, nor will they 
return to civilization. They have the 
gold fever as no oth'Or body of men ever 
had it. Every time they befit of a strike 
in the Yukon country they get crazier 
thr-n ever. They will not at3p for enow; 
they will not atop for etprma. They 
will keep pushing over White pass all 
winter, 
'•* ' 
'"I'am aatisflei' that while the auow 


ia cominc down in oil its fary on the 
pans and the .wind ia blowing awful 
gales this winter you will aee men on 
the White Pase!" It is a frightful thing 
to think of,' but it ia true, and theae 
men ahbuld 'be'etopped. It would not 
be a bit surprising to learn of many 
deaths up' tlftre this winter. It is tbe 
moat damnable rush 1 ever heard of or 
read of. These men do not know any- 
thing about the b,orrora of White Pass in 
the wiator.. ' ~ "."• • 


"They say spring will soon be with 


them 'and they' ritart for tho .North. 
Onca there the'yVwill all come back rich 
if they are willing t-relay and work for 
aMe* yearn.'-Tiere ia gold in every 
body ol water,'big'and little, in our 
country. Why the people of the states, 
with all the1 newspaper talk, do not 
know what the rush will be the cominc 
epr.inn. from letters I have received 
from the states I am'satiBfied that there 
will be 50,000 people in Alaaka six 
weeks after the'-spring rush baa aom- 


"I think that the reporta about ao 


much crime in the vicinity of Skaguay 
bay have been exaggerated. We are 
doing what we can to Bee that order ia 
preserved end we have been fairly suc- 
cessful. Of course there are some crim- 
inals there but crime is small. We have 
officers afc fikagway. They will winter 
there aud I look for no trouble. 


"One thing ia certain and that is that 


the United States will have to take steps 
at once to give Alaska a new govern- 
ment. At present it is one judicial dis- 
trict. I favor three, oue for southeast 
Alaaka, ono for western Alaska and OUB 
for the Yukon.

The auflpect Is William Tript, 30 years 


of age, who reached the Marine hospital 
Monday night. He bad a high fever, 
and aa;d be came from the government 
dredge boat Alpha, engaged in rovete- 
ment work near East Cairo,*Ky. 


Dr. U. E. Decker, physician of the 


Marine hospital, became interested in 
the case when he was told by Tript that 
he had been working on the Alpha, for 
that boat bad been used in transporting 
several caaea of yellow fever to the Ma- 
rino hospital at Cairo, Ills. Thinking it 
a case for inveBtigation.hu telephoned 
Health Commissioner Starkeloff, but it 
waa 10 o'clock bafore that doctor could 
get to tho hospital. 


In rngard to tha case Dr. Starklooff 


said : "I have marfn a thorough exam- 
nation ot Tript with Doctors Jordan 
und Decker. Tho analysis presented to 
mo makes tho caee 'ook like ono of or- 
ilinary intermittent foyer. If it in yel- 
low fever it ia of a very mild type. There 
are none of those alarming symptoms, 
such RB suppression of the kidney func- 
tiuna aud constipation, the two things 
that.kill m yellow fever. Besides, the 
man bad an appetite for breakfast. He 
iaakfi yellowish and has a foul breath 
like all malarial patients.

session on the 8th instant. When tbe 
senate was called to order the Presi- 
dent'a message urging the ratification of 
tbe treat; was read as also a protest on 
behalf of tho Hawaiiana wbo opposed 
tbe measure. Both papers were re- 
ferred, with the text of the treaty, to 
the foreign relations committee for con- 
aideration. 


On the following day that committee 


reported favorably, nnd upon recom- 
mendation tbe senate adopted the fol- 
lowing resolutions by unanimous vote: 


"Bo i& resolved by tho senate of the 


republic of Hawaii, That the senate 
herebv ratifies aud adviaea and consents 
to the ratiflL-ation by tbe President of 
tbe treaty botwom tho republic of 
Hawnii and the United Statea of Amer- 
ica, on the subject of the annexation of 
the Hawaiian Islands to tbe United 
States of America, concluded in Wash- 
ington, June Hi, 1S97, which treaty pro- 
vides for the cession to the United 
Statea all of rinbta of sovereignty over 
the islands .and all public lauda and 
property. 


Under it the islands would constitute 


a territory of the United Statea with a 
local legislature, subject to a veto power 
vested in the President. 


:i 11 the treaties of tbe United Statea 


with other countries would bo substi- 
tuted for those now in for.e with Ha- 
waii. The further immigration of Chi- 
nese to the islands ia to be prevented 
and our laws on the subject are to be ex- 
tended to Hawaii. The treaty provides 
for the assumption by the United States 
of the Hawaiian public debt of $4,000,- 
000. The document will probably come 
up for consideration, rejection or ratifi- 
cation by the senate when congress 
ineeta in December. 


Many of the inhabitants of the island 


are Portuguese, imported in 1875. These 
are averse to annexation and their local 
newspaper aaya: 


"If perchance the annexation should 


bo consummated, which wo doubt, tbe 
Portuguese colony as a political factor 
ceases, to exist, becaune in the foreign 
preaa, both here and in the United 
States, it haa been indicated with suf- 
ficient clearness, that they fear tbe in- 
fluence of the Portuguese vote in caae 
tnia privilege should be conceded to 
them. 


"Independents and a good govern- 


ment of Hawaii means prosperity for 
the colony, but annexation without tbe 
privileges which we apeak of means 
ruin. 
\ 


"The senate of tbe republic of Hawaii 


has unanimously ratified the convention 
which cedes Hawaii to tbe United States 
not only with all mercantile property 
with double title, but also tying up 
privileges which about 5000 voters of the 
Portuguese colony enjoy and have en- 
joyed and which can only he recovered 
if tbe congress of tho United States 
from a sense of justice and equity shall 
concede to our uae-the privilege to which 
we have a right." 


Before the Peking left a call had been 


ssucd for an immense mass meeting to 
be held on the 18th, and the indications 
were that it would be one of the largest 
ever held in the islands. 


There ia a report in Japan TO tho el- 
ect that the Pacific Mail steamship 
City of China may be seized to secure 


* Mikado's claims against tbe Ha- 


waiian government. The vessel is uo*v 
under the IJaw&iian flag, and in case of 
annexation would sail under the Ameri- 
can flag, and be entitled to subsidies for 
carrying ihe maila. 


Ttie Japan Mail, commenting on the 


)roapecta of Japanese seizure of the 
ibip, sayo that tbe claims against 
Hawaii will ?oon be nettled by arbitra- 
ion, and that the ielands will probably 
)e able to pay any award granted 
fapan. 


In regard to tbe American naral vea- 
ls at Yokohama, the Mail ol Septem- 


ber 3d said:

California vintage is later than usual, 
bnt will be superior to an-- qince 1892, 
while the dry wine crop will oe the larg- 
est the state has produced since tbe bo- 
nanza year of 1893.

The total vintage is estimated at 15,- 


000,000 to20.0GO,OQO gallons. The price, 
howevor, will probably be low, owing to 
competition among the big corporations, 
handling the product. 


TIJQ Sonoma county vintage is the 


finest ever known. The berries are fat 
and clean. Three million gallons of 
pacity have been added, which will per- 
mit the vioeyardiots to store all oi the 
wine, which will amount to about 6,- 
250,000 gallons. 


Last season tho product of Santa Clara 


county was 4.000,000 gallons, which has 
been increased thiB year about 25 per 
cent, bringing it up to 5,000,000.

Introduced 


Hewly Discovered Evidence Fav- 


orable to the Murderer. 


TTOUI Sunday': 


Leon, Hill, who murdered Lloyd Date 


in Warthan canyon on the night of 2am 
27, 1697, was yesterday sentenced by 
Judge Webb to eerve the period of hi 
natural life in the state's prison at Foi 
torn. The jurv whic« convicted th 
prisoner fixed the penalty at life im 
prison meat. 


Before judgment was pateed Attorne 


Short, for the defense, made a motio 
lor a new trial, bating it on the usual 
statutory grounds. In support of th 
ground tbat new evidence had been di 
covered, f&vorable to the defendant, th 
attorney read and tiled some interestin 
affidavits. The court did not conpide 
them sufficient, however, to war ran 
him in granting a new trial, and denied 
the motion. 


Then the defense moved for an arres 


of judgment because Justice Kilby, th 
commit tine magistrate, bad not filec 
the papers in the caie with tbo count 
clerk. Since tbe preliminary examina 
tion, at which the murderer was held t 
answer, tbe documents had been in th 
possession of Deputy District Attorne 
Freman. Judge Webb did not conejdt 
thia an error of importance, if one at al 
lor he denied the application of to 
defense. 


After sentence had been pronoancai 


the court granted a stay of proceeding 
for ten days. 


The prisoner will appeal to the an 


preme court, and in all probability th 
principal ground on which he will 
for a reversal of tbe judgment of th 
superior conrt and an order for a ne 
trial will be that of the new evidenc 
discovered too late to he used at tb 
trial.

terday was aworn toby Mre. Harriet 
Lazenby, and the deposition, which 
highly interesting, read? as follows:

Two masked robbara last 
evening 


entered the saloon conducted by A. 
Nobile, an Italian, near the Calwa 
winery, about three miles southeast of 
the city, and while one covered the 
proprietor and two other men with a 
brace of pistols, the other vtiilked be- 
liind tbe bar and emptied the till. 
It 


contained about $SO. 


The robber coolly placed the money 


in bid pocket and tbeu be and hia pal 
backed out of the saloon and made their 
tiecape, Tbe proprietor and his two 
friends, who were sitting aronnd a table 
engaged in playing a game of carda 
when the robbers entered, made no at- 
tempt atiesistancu while tbe pistols were 
pointed at them and while the masked 
man behind the ti rear ma at Intervale 
relieved the etillnesa by curses and 
threats to kill tbe tirst man tbat moved. 


Ae Boon aa the robbora had decamped, 


Nobile, who had been compelled to wit- 
ness the tooting of hia * hard-earned 
money, grabbed n abotgun and started 
after the fu«itiveB. When about sixty 
yards from the saloon, he saw two men 
walking along the road, ant!, thinking 
they were the ones who had his money, 
tired at them without Riving any warn- 
ing. 
The cries of«the mon convinced 


him at once that he hadmarieamiotake. 
They were fellow countrymen of his and 
he understood their Italian when they 
called out tbat ho had shot them. 


Nobile gave up further pursuit of tbe 


thugs and devoted his attention to the 
men he bad wounded. He immediately 
bitched up hia team and bronchi them 
to this city, where Dr. liuasell dressed 
the wounds. Thegauwaa loaded with 
No. ti abot, and those scattered so as to 
give the mon u good dose. The pelleta 
penetrated the fipsh about a quarter of 
&n inch nnd struck the men in various 
parts of their bodies. Their injuries are 
not at all serious. The names of the 
wounded men ate Giovani Molo aud 
Julian Vinctms. They have been pick- 
ing grapes in tbe country, and woro on 
tboir way to the city when shot. 


The robbers wore masks made of bau- 


dana baud kerchief a. Nobile thinks be 
could identify them if ho should see 
thorn, and last night he accompanied 
Sheriff Hcotton a fruitless aeiirch about 
town. 


It is believed that tbe robbers were 


some of the hard characters who came 
here with the influx of grape pickers. 
There are many dangerous men in and 
aroand Fresno at present, and tho au- 
thorities are maintaining a close watch.

Colonel Trevelyati, tbe manager of tbe 


Barton estate, .was in town yesterday 
afternoon and was inclined to go at the 
Southern Pacific road in regular Bala- 
klava style. 


When the Southern Pacific built the 


Pollaeky lino, a switch was laid into 
the Barton estate winery, and an ar- 
rangement afterwards made to haul 
freight from the winery into town a! 
the rate of $3 per carload. While tbls 
waa a convenience to the Barton estate, 
it waa a convenience to the neighbor- 
hood aa well, as local shippers used the 
line also, and the traffic waa consider- 
able. 


Such was the condition oi things 


when Mr. Bcoth took Mr. Markham'a 
position as local manager. The other 
day Colonel Trevelyan had occasion to 
ship a car of raisins into Griffin it 
Skellay's packing bouse, and wben be 
came to pay tbe freight he WBH pre- 
sented a bill of $8,18 instead of $3, snd 
then the music began. The freight rate 
bad baeo raised on him over 272 per 
cent without notice, either by letter or 
p ihlication. While the Colonel is a 
most amiable gentleman and a modal oi 
restraint under most tryine circum- 
stances, thia made him "hot." 


Tbe result is that be means to have 


the raisins—about 2-30 lone, hauled in 
by team, and m the distance is not over 
three miles it can be done for about the 
old rate paid tfie railroad with the ad- 
vantage of having hie hoses hauled back. 


The Colonel waa vary resentful yester- 


day becansB the rate had been raised 
without notice. lie eaid ne had had no 
trouble before with the Southern Pacific 
people, but now ho abouM ship hia east- 
ern freight by other Hnea. Thia will 
also leiid to closing the roads through 
the Barton estate to pereone heretofore 
shipping over thia switch and shippers 
will return to mule power aza;u. 


It ia reported that the rate has been 


raieed heavily all alone tho Polla=ky 
line. If thia is true, there will be plenty 
of work for local freighters, aa the old 
rates were only a trifle lower than what 
local teamsters could make the traffic 
profitable. 


In justice to shippers who have been 


using the switch. Colonel Trevelyen an- 
nonnces that traffic over the same if 
stopped and the gates of the vineyard 
closed until a reasonable rate is restored.

Orleans—Very Few Deaths So 


XKW OKLEAN-O, La., Sept. 20.—The 


largest number of casea reported on any 
day since yellow fever tirst made its ap- 
pearance in New Orleans two weeks ago 
was recorded on the books of the Board 
o( Health thia evening at 0 o'clock, al- 
though at that hour not ft single case 
had proven fatal during the day. 


Ttiera wtre eighteen caatjs ID all, in- 


eluding nine by Dr. Jos. Holt, all of the 
latter having been duly flagged and put 
under quarantine regulations. 


TJ;& most sensational incident of the 


day wae the announcement from Dr. Jos. 
Itolt, es-president of the 
Board of 


Health, that ho had diecovered niiie 
cases among his practice, ihe first of 
whkh came under Ma observation on 
Friday. 
Immediately upon the receipt 


of tlio*letter the machinery of the board 
was put iii motion and inspectors ware 
eont to the various houses where Dr. 
Holt reported sickness to exist. 


The places were all disinfected and 


Kuariia placed in front of them, but the 
Donril suid it uad very little hope of the 
effectiveness of these measures, since all 
those whftdesirad worn ^iven tin oppor- 
tunity to escape 
from the infected 


honeea. One of ihe houses where four 
patient? are ia a fftshiuablo boarding 
house. The first rase to develop in this 
house was at -.'M Hnturday morning and 
the other eases in the same placo were 
noted on Saturday afternoon. Those 
living in the house, of whom there were 
quite a number, knew of the existence 
of the fever early Saturday morning and 
therefore got out as fast as possible. 
Some of them moved their baggage on 
Saturday, while it ia said that some of 
too boarders took a train and went to 
Atlanta. 


Shortly after the Board of Health was 


made acquainted with the contents of 
the letter of Dr. Holt, it hold an execu- 
tive conference and decided to immed- 
iately order ita board of experts to vieit 
the nine cases of Dr. Holt and decide 
whether or not they weroaufferinc with 
yellow fever. The experts attempted to 
carry out the instrucliuuti of the board 
this afternoon, but when they proceeded 
to the first house, Dr, Holt entered an 
objection and refused them permission 
to examine atiy of his patients, taking 
the position that ho had properly 
diagnosed tho disease and that, being an 
expert himself, there wan no occasion 
for further investigation. 


After the experts made their report 


the Board of Health went into execu- 
tive session an * diecuosad at length what 
was termed Dr. Holt's ordinance of a city 
ordinance which he himself had passed, 
and which provides for.tho punishment 
byline or imprisonmentofany ptiynician 
who might fail 10 report a positive or 
Busnicions caeo of yellow favor in a pe- 
riod like the present one. The board 
finally decided to summon Dr. Holt to 
appear before them and explain. Dr. 
Holt is ono of tho most eminent physi-' 
cifine in the South. 


The brightest feature of tho day was 


that there were no deaths. Tonight 
most of the patients in the city were re- 
ported as doing well. 


This aileruoOQ the Board of Health 


decided to send an appeal to Governor 
Foster, aakinE him to supply the board

of AuuHo Arroyo spread through tbi 
city, although the more reflective peo- 
ple, especially business and profesaiona 
men, said they deplored tho act of mob 
violence and feared it would be miain 
terpreted abroad. Some of tha highea 
official a uf the government said that 
they were wholly pulled to account for 


i outburst of popular fooling and re 
:ted 
that measures had not been 


taken to guard the prisoner more care- 
fully. 


From the moment Arroyo waaarroated 


yesterday in front ot tho Alameda, or 
central public park, masses of people 
kept clamoring for his life and taunted 
Lieutenant La Oroix, who had the pris- 
oner in churj;e, for iiot using bis pistols 
on the criminal. 


AgreatcroA-d of yecple followed the 


^ndttrmes to tho national palace, where 
ho prisoner was searched, and then, 
Inspire thfiremonatrancea of the army 
-•'• Ore, turned over to the civil author!* 


by request of President Diaz, who 


waa opposed to having tho man tried by 
ourtinartia), anil in fact advised a leni- 
ent policy and accordingly the prisoner 
vaa allowed 
his 
full constitutional 


•ighta. 


Acting on the wish expressed by Proa- 


dent Diaz, the prisoner was taken un- 
der guard to the general police head- 
quarters in the city hall. Arroyo evi- 
ently felt apprehensive of the crowd 


who were determined to seize and lynch 
'iim and he wan carefully locked up at 
ioadquarters, when he began to feel 
eaa fearful. 


At night he waa taken, clad in a 
traijjht jacket, to the office of the in- 
pector of police, which consists of two 
ooma with two windows opening on the 
treet. The prisoner was given a mat 
o reat ou and he was carefully guarded, 
''tear at hand in an adjoining depart- 
ment were four officers of tho secret 
lervice. 


AB Arroyo lay on the mat he con- 


•eraed with one of the officers who had 
mown him for yoare. He was aaked 
tow he could have come to make the 
nurderoua assault on the President, 
mowing, aa he did, how severely tbo 
aw would deal with him, and especially 
as he had studied the law. Arroyo 
manifested a cynical indifference and 
waa in no way inclined to regret hia act 
and declared ho had intended to stun the 
^resident and taking the Preaident's 
iinall sword to kill him. 


The apartment was very still, except 
or the murmur of tho conversation he- 
ween the officer and prisoner, who 
eeimnfcly enjoyed smoking his cigarette, 
when suddenly there waa heard the 
ormidable noiao of the tramping of 
many feet on the stairs leading up to 
bo floor ou which the office ia situated 
md there were confused shouts of 
'Long Hvo President Diaz, long live 
Mexico and death to anarchists." 


Arroyo ah udder ed, hia fear of the mob 


attacking him growing stronger, and 
with good reason, for immediately tbo 
door was burat open and a great crowd 
of people entered, the leader bearing a 
small Mexican flag on a stick. 


Officer Sanchez cried to the crowd to 


all bick, and advanced on them with 
'liti sword, when tho mob overcame him, 
,nd throwing him down advanced over 
his body to where Arroyo lay trembling, 
and at the eaiue time other members of 
.he party tied two gendarmes in the 
:oora. Yells went up, "kill him." "He 
Delonga to us." hud a din arose as of a 
aorde of savages. 


Windows wero broken, and the iioisa 


aroused the officers of tho eocrot service 
n the adjoining room, who rushed to 
;he scene, but did not lire on the crowd, 
earing they might kill sumo of the com- 
rades of tbo police inside; BO thoy con- 
en ted themselves with firing ehotairoru 
,he windows, thus culling together the 
lolico on neichboring corners, who were 
miered to prevent any person leaving 
;he city building. 


Meanwhile in the room aboveafrighl- 


ul tragedy had been enacted. Many 
knives were plunged into the body of 
Arroyo, who, of course, waa entirely 
lelplees. Inspector Velasquez had just 
eft the National Palace, when he hoard 
he firing, and went dirfictly there. 


Over twenty arrssta were made, and 


11 were locked up"incomnjunicado"aud 
iave not been released, pending a dtrict 
nqniry which is to be made. Theques- 
iou has naturally ariaen why the offi- 
ers guarding Arroyo did not carry their 
evolvere, but it ia explained that thoy 
iad nothing to fear from the prisoner, 
who was quite helpless. 


Tho body of Arroyo had been draggad 
o the balcony with the obvious purposo 
f throwing it into the street. Arroyo's 
rma were badly cut, aa he bad evi- 
lontly struggled with hia murderers. 


When the tumult had subsided tho 


lody waa taken to the fourth police sta- 
ion, where an examination was made 
bowing a great gaping wound in the 
eft lung, a deep wound in the left aide, 
ne on the right shoulder and others on 
he arms and feet. Thero wore sine 
rounds in all. One of the gendarmes 
ras wounded in the fight with tbe mob. 
'fficer Sanchez suffered contusions from 
eing trampled upon.

FIRE IN STOCKTON. 


Over a Score of Insurance Com- 


panies Involved —Sureties 


Host Bear tbe LOFS. 


STOCKTON, September 20.—One of the 


moat valuable manufacturing plants in 
Stockton was destroyed by fire early tblE 
morning, when the Stockton Combined 
Harvester worka were horned. It is a 
loss of * 100,000, on which there was in* 
durance to the amount of $60,000, but 
the foundry and pattern shop, included 
in the insurance for $8200, was not 
burned. It is estimated tbat the insur- 
ance will pay GO per cent of the losa of 
thft company. The works were built in 
1883 by a company beaded by the late 
L. IT. Shippoe, and three yeara ajfo the 
company went into liqnidation and the 
valuable plant filled whh costly mach- 
inery was sold to the present owner, a 
local corporation, for $100,000. This 
company paid about $25,000 on the pur- 
chase price and are the heaviest loaaera. 
for tbe piincipal owners ar« sureties for 
tho purchase money and mast pocket 
their lose. The owners are R. C. Sargent, 
B. F. Langford, W. A. Shippee, S. D. 
Woods and Col. H. 0. Shaw. 


The fire evidently started in tbo en- 


gine room at about 4.30 this morning 
and when the watchman waa firing up 
for the day's run.

Shorts started for cover, 
but ran np against a snag in the shape 
of scarcity of offcrimrF, the price being 
hoisted to 9o!jje before any wheat of 
consequence came on the market. 


The northwest receipts were flgain 


heavy and that cauaed headers to exer- 
cise caution eo that when the price bad 
risen to 92?£c nlenty of wheat showing 
agmuEb a profit was unloaded. Chicago 
receiptn were 239 cars, only 22 of which 
were contract. The quantity, inspected 
out ot score wan 91,185 buehele. The 
previously exploded rumor that Russia 
intended prohibiting the export of 
wheat was revived aeain about tbe time 
tbe closing price was received showing a 
complete recovery from the early de- 
cline. Thia sent December skyward 
again, thfi price closing with hardly a 
halt to 9S^c. At that price a big trade 
•was done, large quantities of wheat being 
damped on the market. Tbe offerings 
were readily absorbed for a time, but in 
the end tha weight proved greater than 
the market uoald bear, the market be- 
coming qmte weak when explicit de- 


laleof Ruaeian reports were received. 
A noticeable feature of the advance 


was the refusal of many to respond ex- 
cept in an extremely unwilling and 
backward fashion.
